Process applxcatrons for Certlﬁcates of Appropnateness to demolish, move, or

make alterations in any significant feature of a landmark within the C1ty l1m1ts as
provrded for by compensation.

The ng County Landmarks and Hentage Commission shall act as the "Local
Review Board" for the purposes related to Chapter 221, 1986 Laws of
Washington, (R. C.W. 84.26 and WAC 254. 20) for the Spec1al valuation of historic
properties within the C1ty limits.

The HPO shall review and comment on applications for permits that affect
historic buildings, structures, objects, sites, districts, and archaeological sites.
Comments shall be forwarded to the city official responsrble for the issuance of
building and related permits.

employees, or any of them, in providing services pursuant to this agreement. In
the event that any suit based upon such a claim, action, loss, or damage is brought
against the City, the County shall defend the same at its sole cost and expense;
provided, that the City retains the right to participate in said suit if any principle
of governmental or public law is involved; and if final judgment be rendered
- against-the City and its officers, agents, employees, or any of them, or jointly

- against the.City and the County and their respective officers, agents and

employees or any of them, the County shall satisfy the same.

-In executing this agreement the County does not assume l1ab1hty or responsrblhty

for or in any way release the City from any liability or responsibility which arises
in whole or in part from'the existence or effect of City ordinances, rules or
regulations, polices or procedures ‘If any cause, claim, suit, actions or

- administrative proceeding is commenced in the enforceablhty and/or validity or

any City ordinance, rule or regulation is at issue, the City shall defend the same at”

 its sole expense and if judgement is entered or damages are awarded against the

City, the County, or both, the City shall satisfy the same, mcludrng all chargeable
costs and attorneys’ fees.
